valued freedom, seourity of oontraot and 
sanotity of property, trembled In fear lest 
the new theories and new cowardice prompt- 
ing them should shatter the hopes of a 
steady advance in the morality and the 
knowledge of mankind. The strugglo 
would be a desperate one, but there was no 
doubt as to how it would terminate." 

In olosing his address Lord Salisbury ex- 
pressed conhdenoe that Mr. Joseph Cham- 
berlain's domeatio propoaala would receive 
the hearty support of the Uhioniata of all 
sections.

Xo ,aabniili>.a;;detailed measure to 
the eieotora was certatitly an honest pro 
ocedlng, and in the foroi' in which it eX' 
luted in tho Slates was deddedly advantage' 
ous to good government and the atabtl 
Ity of the uountry, ; .However, Lord 
Rosebery had ndf .-latBtedtj.bis project, but 
bad merely aiked that a blank cheque be 
driiwn in tavor of his iDStrnmenta in the 
Houio of CommoDS, It waa ridioolons to 
Buppuae that tho Eogllah and Seetch eleo 
tonitis would p!ac& iheir neck under the 
foot of n-.on In tho South and West of Ire- 
land who had sent Archbishop \A'»lah'a bat 
taliona to Wostniinator. If Liborala would 
only drop thia ruinoua Irish policy, the par 
ties in the Uouae of Lorda would be found 
more evenly balanced than ever before. He 
must warn peopla earnestly ugainst an unro 
atrioted representative chamber, Urging 
new theoriea prompted now cowardice. 

" I have heard," he said, "many proposals 
to change tho constitution of the House of 
Lords.

*' I do not contend that England and 
Scotland have the power of imposing new 
conditione upon Ireland, but I do claim that 
whou a revolutionary change is proposed, 
their voiooa must bo hoiird and unloea there 
be a eeoond ohambur they could nob bo 
heard. Lord Roacbery's reaolutiou will be 
psBBod against the voicoii of England and 
Scotland by the Iriah bab does he Imagine 
that it will poBsosa any authority? Every- 
body knowa it is impoaaiblo that the Uouao 
ot Lords be swept away to enable England 
and Scotland to abuee tbemaolvea. The 
proposition is ludloloue, although made by 
the Premier. Lord Kosebery said that 
the roBolution of tho Commons carried 
great force in the West. So Lhoy 
did, but thoy had been rosolutions re 
apecting the finances of tho country and 
the guidance of the houie In the exeroise of 
undoubted rights. The Commons may pass 
this resolution, hub it will have no legal 
weight.

^alkicg over the resultsof his proapeating 
trip to Queen Cbarlotte island, John Cam- 
eron yesterday recalled the story of the 

famous " lost lode." 

" Donaldson and I did nob como aotoaa 
the ' lost lode ' as was repotted," he said, 
«I'll toll you how it was discovered, 
though. Away buck in 1S52 some seventy 
men, fired by the wonderful stories 
told of the rlohaeaa of the gold finds on Gold 
harbor, chartered a schooner and sot off for 
Quoon Charlotte island. Among them was 
a young man Si Lukoy, a regular tender- 
foot. They reached their destination all 
right and spent conBidorablo time prospect- 
ing with small sucoeea. I might toll you 
that the country is oxcoedingly rough and 
very difficult to got over. 

" Well, Si in his wanderings came across 
a nine Inch ledge, and knocked oil' eonio 
specimens. When ho showed the rook to 
his companions, they laughed at him, and 
told him it was plumbago. Ho took the 
sample baok to Portland with him, and had 
it assayed. The aasayer informed him, 
much to his aurpriae, that it was very rich, 
running fully fifty per oent. in silver. Cer- 
tain that his oompanions had pat up a joko 
on him wi|ib th»'assayer. Si got mad at 
this, and even refnsed to pay for his assay. 

" From Oregon, he drifted to Colorado, 
and one day oame across some miners work- 
ing on a narrow little streak of esaotly the 
same kind of stuff. He had saved some of 
his sample, and when he compared it with 
the mineral the miners were working, found 
it was exactly the same. 

Ho then had another assay made, and dis- 
covered that the first aasayer had told him 
the truth about Its wonderful richness, 
Ei^ht or nino years ago he resolved 
to go back to Queen Charlotte Island 
in Boarch of the lodge ho had discovered ao 
many years before. Ho went there but was 
unable to locate the spot. Just as he was 
about to leavo the Island he came across an 
Indian who said ho know whore tho loat lode 
was, SI then resolved to make another at- 
tempt the next spring with the Indian aa 
guide. When he reached the Island in the 
npriag, however, the Indian was dead and 
from that day to this no person has been suo- 
oessfol.in finding it,

The Second Day's Hearing in the 
" l^ade Dollar " Case Develops 
No Sensatious. 

Further Evidence Strengtheniug; That 
of the Openlogr Day— Adjourn- 
ment Until Friday. 

The Trade Dollar mloon oase has not yot 
paued DQb of the polios oourt, where ib again 
held the fort the greater part of yesterday. 
There was very little of interest in the evi- 
dence and the audionoe who orowdod the 
court room during the day, either for pro 
teotion from the rain or in the hope of find 
ing aome amusament, were thoroughly dis 
appointed. The evidence being somowhut 
tedions, the attention of the spectators waa 
divided between it and the women wit 
nesaes, who peraiatontly demonstrated their 
partiality to gum, much to the annoyance of 
Chief Sbeppard. Six witoesses toolc the 
atand dnriog the afternoon and the case was 
then remanded until Friday morning, the 
proseontion having still other witneaaoa to 
call 

William Husaey, the prosecutor, was the 
first witneaa of the dav, his examination not 
having been oobolnded on the openiug day. 
On goiog into the Trade Dollar to look for 
the money on Wednesday, Miller, the bar- 
tender, had told him that he (proseontor) 
had spent §12 there for drinks and they did 
not know about any more of his money, 

Dr. Frank W. Hall told of Hasaoy's visit 
to hie otCoe on Tuesday morniag. He com- 
plained of pains in the region o{ the abdo- 
men and said that he wanted to bo " fixad 
up," and "didn't give a d — n what it cost as 
he had lots of money." The witness gave 
him medicine and a prescription and told 
him to come back again if the pains did not 
disappear. The reply made by Hueaey was 
that if he wasn't better he'd come back in 
half an hour and knock the top of witness' 
head off. He did return in twenty minutes or 
perhaps half an hour, and. Dr. Hall re- 
marked, "I am still alive to tell the tale." 

Hussey'a face was an interesting study as 
the Doctor told of bis terrific threat, so 
much so that the Magistrate asked : 

" Do you remember that, Mr. Eussey ?" 

" I don't remember a thing about it," was 
the oomprehenaive reply. 

Dr. Hall's eiridooce concluded with the 
information that on the occasion of the 
prosecutot's second visit, witness was too 
busy to attend to him at once and ha had 
accordingly gone away. He (the proeecu- 
tor) was "noiay drunk," and the witness 
waa glad to get him out of the office. 

Fred W. Masters, who had dropped into 
the saloon to hftve a drintc oh Tuesday after- 
noon, gave evldenoe somewhat similar in 
tenor to that of the witness Marstoo, with 
regard to. the girl Josey buying several 
roiinds of drinks and paying an exorbitant 
pride for them. All ho know of the case was 
that, being in tho barroom at the time, he 
had been invited by the girl to join in the 
drink, and had accepted the invitation. 

"Tjankiug the yuunglady, of course, for 
her hoHpitality ?" the Court inquired. 

" Of courne." 

Charles Carter gave particulars of a con- 
versation had by nim with the accused at 
the Trade Dollar on Wednesday afternoon. 
Aheren had said to him that as he (Carter) 
was the only one who had any icfluence 
over Josey, the best thing he could do would 
be to try to get her out of the country for a 
while, as there was liable to be trouble over 
Huasey losing his money. 

la cross-examination. Carter said that 
after this conversation with Aheren, he bad 
driven with Josey out to the Halfway 
house, where they remained until Thurs- 
day night. Josey had no money. 

The witness in a brief examination by the 
Court expressed such entire ignorance of 
matters of which it was to be expected that 
he would be informed that the magistrate 
finally abandoned the questioning. 

" That will do for the present," he said, 
" but I shall have to recall you to the stand 
at a later stage in the proceedings." 

Then as Mr. Carter was leaving the 
witness-box he asked him pointedly : 

" Are you quite sure that yon have told 
the whole trnih and nothing but the truth — 
have yon told us all you know about this 
matter t " 

*'Yra, air," said Carter and he then 
BtoinM^ clown* 

wr R. GlUtoD, a Xranifec company 
driver, deposed to having taken the prose- 
ontor and Josey Edwards in his' bask from 
Joe Levy^s restaurant to the Trade Dollar 
saloon, and thee by proseCQtor's request to 
the Telegraph hotel. One ronnd ot drinks 
were ordered at the latter honae and paid 
for by the prosecutor with a fifty-cent piece. 
Witness then returned the couple to tho 
Trade Dollar, beinj; ordered to drive there 
by HuBscy, and waa dismissed. 

It was hero that tho Chief of Police ap- 
plied for an adjournment, and as Mr. Bel- 
yea will be engaged in the higher oourt to- 
day the uexc bearing vm set for Friday.

FALSE PRBTBNOBS. 

It iaamnslng to see the Times seriously 
talking about absolute free trade. It knows 
perfectly well that free trade is not the 
issue between parties in this Dominion. tEbe 
Liberals have no notion of giving the people 
free trade, or anything like free trade. 
Their leader haa over and over again do- 
olared that free trade in this Dominion un- 
der present oironmitanoes is impoa- 
slble. A rovenue ,must l>e raised 
and, by bis admission, it must be 
raised obieQy from customs duties. 
Our oontomporary, therefore, in trying to 
create the impreaaion that free trade is the 
polioy of the Liberal party is either grossly 
-d.shoneat or hopelessly stupid. It ought to 
know, and very likely does know, that argu- 
ments in favor of free tirade do not apply to 
the isBue between partiea aa they stand in 
Canada to- day. 

It is equally atupid or equally dishonest 
witen it takes for granted that extreme pro- 
tection is the policy of the Conservative 
party in Canada. An examination of tho 
Canadian tarifT ur a comparlaon of it with 
either tho proaent lovioed tarillof the United 
States or tho iluKinloy tariff will ahow that 
it is very far from being protectionist in the 
extreme. The changes that were made in 
it during the last session of Parliament were 
certainly not in the direotion of making it 
more strineently proteotionist. When, 
thereforD, wo f xpoae tho narrowncas and 
the foollahaoas of our Atnorioan neighbors 
who raiao an outcry beoauao Canadian lum- 
ber ia allowed to enter the United States 
froo of duty, and Canadian coal at a by no 
means low duty of forty cents a 
ton, we are not doing what la by 
any means inconBiatont with Canadian 
Conservatism. It will bo remembered that 
there was during tho greater part of Sir 
Johu Maodonald'a premiership a section of 
the revenue law wbioh empowered the Gov- 
ernment to admit free of duty into Canada, 
quite a long list of articles of Ametloan pro- 
duction, when articles of a like kind pro- 
duced In Canada wore admitted into tho 
United States free. Tho framera of the 
National Polioy by this admitted that reci- 
procity in quite a number of commodities 
would be benedeial to the Dominion. Xhia 
was not extreme proteotion or anything 
like it. The Liberal organ than as- 
suming as it most unwarrantably 
docs that tho polioy of ita party iu abao- 
lutu free trade, and that tho polioy of tho 
Liberal Conaorvatlve party is extreme pro- 
teotion, Is so very far astray , tltat what it 
says on tho Bubjoot is altogether unworthy 
of serious attention. 

When the tElmoa or any other Lauriorito 
organ gets out of the mist and tells the 
jjsoplo how Ita party proposM to raise 



twenty millions of revenue from customs 
duties ahd stUI prmerve a ft«e trade poUoyi 
we shall give its nttoranoea en 'the trade 
question a most respectful consideration ; 
bub until It and tho other organs of its party 
do thla they must not take it hard if tboy 
are treated by their opponents and the 
country as advooatea who aro trying to gain 
support for their party on faleo pretences. 

OAJfADA'H ORBDIT. 

The Minister of Finance, in spite o' the 
intriguoa and the maobinatlons of tho 
enemlea of Canada, haa succeeded in floating 
hia loan on terms unpreoodentedly good. 
That he has been able to float a three per 
cent, loan at 97|i shows that tho credit of 
Canada stands high among the oapitalists of 
the world. The three per oent. loan that 
was floated in 1892 brought only a maximum 
of 92 and a fraction, which was at the time 
conaidored very good. This meanB that tho 
prooeeda of a loan of ?1 1,000,000 will bo 
greater by some $6U0,OUU than it would be if 
Mr. Foster oontd haveobtained only theaame 
price for this year's loan as the ono at which 
the loan of 1892 waa floated. We find in 
tho St. John Sun of tho 24th ult. the fol- 
lowing abort but very instructive history of 
Canadian loans : 

In 1881 a three and a half por cent, loan 
was put on tho marUot with tho aamo maxi- 
mum, S)l, and realized 91 J. In 18/9 a four 
por cent, loan was floated ati 90, which ia 
now tho minimum rate for three per cents. 
In 1870 Canadian four por cents, were sold 
by Sir Richard Cartwright at 91. Tho time 
to run waa loaa than that of tho present 
loans, and there wore largo ooncossiona 
iu ohuriiea and buck iutoreat, bringing 
down tho not price to aomo 88. Tho 
Cartwright loan of 187(3 ooBta tho 
country almost exactly favo per cent, inter- 
cat on the amount received. Even if the 
finance minister should not eoll hia bonds 
above the minimum price aaked, the intereat 
will not exofod .".t per cant. This meana 
that the $12,000,000 of Sir Richard Cart- 
wright would coat annually the same sum as 
will be required to pay the intereat on §18,- 
400,000, or that §12,000,000 borrowed by 
Mr. Foster would coat less than $8,000,000 
borrowed by Sir Richard Cartwright. In 
about a dozen years the country will be re- 
plaolos the Cartwright four per osnts. by 
bonds iMaring interest at three per cent, or 
less. The bonds first falling due are old six 
per cent, and five pe^ oent. debentures, 
mostly belonging toprovinoial debts assniqed 
by the Daminion. 

That the constantly iaoreasing strength 
of Canada's credit is mainly owing to the 
able and judicious way in which her afTaira 
have been managed is undenlahlo. If Can- 
ada had been badly governed, if her rulers 
had been reckless and. extravagant, and if 
they had not expended the money borrowed 
in snoh a way as to increase the producing 
power of the country, it is not to l>e sup- 
posed that her credit would stand high in 
the market of the Mother Country. 

There was a time, and that within the 
memory of men now living, when British 
capitalists looked with disfavor on colonial 
loans. They would rather lend their money 
to Turkey, Egypt or one of the South 
American Republics than to ooloaiea peo- 
pled by men of their own race and possess- 
ing those qualltiea which have made Great 
Britain the greatesli and the moat reliable 
oommerolal country in the world. All that 
is changed now. The moneyed men of 
Great Britain have found ont that it is safer 
to lend to Canada and other colonies than to 
countries, no matter bow rich they may be 
in natural resources, whose Inhabitants have 
not learned how to govern themselvea and 
who do not poaaess sufficient energy and en- 
terprise to make the most of their natural 
advantages. There was a ' time, and that 
not very far distant, when such a tranaao- 
tion as the Hon. Mr. Foster has juat com- 
pleted would have been in Canada and in 
every other part of the British Empire sim- 
ply impossible. 



TEB QRBAT IS8UB, 

Lord Roaobory has been compelled by hia 
Irish following and the Radicals of his par- 
ty to declare war against the House of 
Lords. It is evident that he has done this 

reluctantly. The probability is that ho re- 
aiated the pressure brought to bear upon 
him until he saw that he had either to giva 
way or ntako up his mind to see his govern- 
ment defeated on the very first division aftor 
the meeting of Parliament. His^Irish fol- 
lowers number seventy-two and the Radi- 
cala can command a hundred votes. If these 
deserted him,aB theythreatentodo, he would 
bo loft with an inBignificanb minority. 
Ho had tho alternative of appoallug to tho 
country before tho meeting of Parliament 
on snoh a platform as he and his oolieaguea 
could agree upon, but the Liberals have of 
late been averse to the idea of a general 
olootion. They condemn the action of tho 
KouBo of Lorda in throwing out tho Homo 
Rule bill and tho Kvictod Tenanta bill, but 
they will not, though challenged to do ao, go 
to the people to find ont whether they ap- 
prove what the Lords have done. They 
want to dsprive the Houbo of Lnrda of the 
power It has so long exercised, but they ro- 
fuBO to make tho quostloDS on which the 
Lorda difTerod from tho Commons during 
the lata session of parliament the 
issue. They want to abolish the 
House of Lords on general prinolploa, 
independently of any action it has taken on 
the Irish and other questions of lato. The 
Liberala believe that ending or mending the 
Houao of Lords will bo a more popular cry 
than Home Rule or tho Irish Land question. 
They may be right, but It is quite possible 
that a majority of tho people of Great Bri- 
tain may think that just, now, after the 
House of Lords has saved the Empire from 
diamomborment, la nob tho exact time to 
abolish that body. Thero is no doubt but 
that a grsat many in tho Uritish Islands be- 
lieve that the Lords, by rejecting Mr, Glad- 
stone's Homo Rule Bill, have saved the Union. 
Those who are of thia . opinion are 
not likely to show' mtlt gratitude 
by voting tho body that has done them ao 
great a sotvioe out of exlstnnco. They may 
believe, as no doubt many of them do be- 
Here, that the Home of Lords has faults 



and blemishes and weaknesses, but they have 
fonnd tiMt with ali ita faults it ia oapable of 
doing good ymiek for the nation, and they 
will refuse to vote for its abolition booanse 
it has done such work. Much aa tho Lib- 
erals may try to keep the Homo Rule ques- 
tion In the background, when tho appeal to 
the people is made they will, we think, not 
be allowed to - do so. It is < far 
and away the most important ques- 
tion before the British people, and 
the Liberal politioiana will not be allowed 
to side-traok lb in order to make way for 
any question of inferior importance. No 
matter how Ingeniously political questions 
may be engineered, it is not likely that the 
people of Great Britain will allow them- 
aelvos to lose eight of the paramount neces- 
sity of maintaining the Integrity of the 
Empire. It should not be forgotten that 
tho opponents of Home Rule do nob look 
upon It as an Irish question pure and 
simple. They regard it as an iasue'in which 
the destiny of the whole Empire Is involved, 
and consequently loyalty, In tho highest 
and widest sense, impels thom to 
fight against It. Thia being tho caso, 
tho fato of tho Houao of Lords is in the 
minds of many identified with tho fate of 
the British Empire. Tho House of Lords, 
they reason. Is all that stands In the way of 
tho dissolution of tho Empire. Take away 
that bulwark and there ia nothing to pre- 
vent tho rapid decadence of tho Britiah 
nation. Thcae opponenta of Homo Rulo be- 
lieve that the groat majority of the people 
of Great Britain are, in this matter of Home 
Rule, in perfect agreement with the House 
of Lords, and this is why thoy want tho 
iasuo when tho appeal to the people ia made 
to bo simply that of Homo Rule, When 
that momontoua question ia decided, then 
will bo time and opportunity enough to deal 
with tho House of Lorda on its merits.

Om SALMON FISHBBIES. 

lo THE EuriOR : — I waa very pleased to 
■ee in a recent edition of your paper a 
lengthy oommnnioatlon from our Fiaherlea 
department at Ottawa, whioh goea to ahow 
that it ia fally alive to all; that U going on 
io Bcitiab Colambia ln> relation to our 
■abnon fiaherie*. Sir Gharlet' H. Tapper 
'dwella OB what ho ternia the " abaBe and 
*yilifioation " heaped upon him for boneedy 
endeavorlDK to da his duty. Now, I have 
followed tbte fiahery question oloaely for 
■ome yean past, and can say that I have 
never ieen lo ihepreaa anytbiog that could 
be oonatrued into the abuae and vilifloation 
of whioh he oomplaioa. Critioism there has 
been, some of it perbapa a little hareb, but 
then Sir Charles ia a publio oltiolal, and this 
sort of thing he should look for, and, more- 
over, as the head and representative of the 
Flaheriea department, he ia liable to be 
made tbo object of all attacka. Suoh ia one of 
the necoeaary penalties of greatness, and if 
he has been in receipt of personal and abu- 
aive commuDioations, and I gather from 
what bo sftya that ho has, they 
are not worthy of his notice. 
As to the recent burst of indignation being 
chiefly caused by his refusing to extend the 
fishing season, that accounts for some of the 
feeling, but not chiefly There waa littlo or 
no strong feeling iiianlfeBted in the matter 
until telegram after telegram sent by our 
prominent citizens to Ottawa, elicited no 
reply. Then people began to wonder what 
it all meant. Wonder gave way to dissatis- 
faction, disaatisfaotion to mutteringa and 
grnmbling, culminating at last in the out- 
burab of Indignation of which Sir Charles 
Tapper apeaka. 

It wonld indeed be surprising bad there 
been no auoh indignation expressed, for 
everyone was in doubt what to do. Fisher- 
men atood by their gear, momentarily ex- 
pecting to be allowed to go to work again ; 
oanneriea were in a half-paralyzcd condition; 
they oould not proceed to wind up their 
buaineaa, but had to keep their atafF under 
pay, anticipating an immediate resumption 
of fishing, and all this irritating state of af- 
fairs oould have been easily avoided by a 
ooarteous Yes, or No, from Ottawa. 

If Sir Charlea thinks he ia in evil repute in 
thia Province let uim oome out here and 
see. He has hosts of friends everywhere, 
and would be accorded an enttiusiastic 
welcome. Sir Charles siys, " I always 
feared I could not obtain the approval of 
the oanners," and also, " It ia impoesible to 
believe that in 1881 there were as many 
canners on tbo B. C. Board of Trade as there 
are now, because their body demanded re- 
atrictions on fishing." 

Now, in 1881 there were but twelve oan- 
neriea in B. C, eight of which were aituated 
on the Fraser, two on the Skeena, one at 
Naaa Bay and one at Alert Bay, and I have 
before me a list of the membera compriaiDg 
theB. C. Board of that date, in which I 
find that every one of those canneries was 
repreaented on that board. Now, thia ia 
the body whioh Sir Cbarlea telle ua demand- 
ed reatriotiona on fishing, and be ia'tigbt. 

A oommlttee oi the board was appointed 
•nd drew np oer'tain reoommendatioDB 
to the Dominion government. One .of .these 
recommendations oomtnenoing, " Ooinpared 
with the Columbia," eto., eUb, Sir' Charles 
quotes, but bad he quoted the whole or any 
other part, he could not posaibly have eatab 
liahed the ahadow of a claim to the aaanmp 
tion that he had any reason whatever to fear 
opposition from the oannerymen. And then 
as if to demolish hta fears altogether, I find 
that thia 1881 report asking certain restric 
tiona waa signed by Matthew T. Johnson, 
Thomaa Karle and J. H. Turner aa (he com- 
mittee, while Mr. R P, Rithet was presi- 
dent of the board, and all those names were 
representative cannerymen. Then amongst 
others comprising the Board of Trade at that 
date, are the names of these cannerymen, 
Bobt. Ward, M. M. Eaglish, J. A. Laidlaw, 
J. H. Todd, John Adair, etc., until it seems 
as though everyone owning any interest in 
those twelve canneries were members ; cer- 
tainly a greater proportion was there, than 
is the case now. 

'Itwaa in 1881 that Sir Charles and Lady 
Tapper visited this province, when they 
were entertained by the B. C. Board in Vic- 
toria to dinner at the Driard house, an ad- 
dress being presented which was acknowl- 
edged by Sir Cbarlea in a happy speech, 
from which it would not be amiss to hear 
again aome of hia aentimenta aa they were 
then expreaaed, aa they are equally ap< 
plloable at the present moment. 

He hoped, as the address just read aaked, 
that memlMra of the Dominion govemmeot 
would more frequently visit British Colum- 
bia; When he returned and made hia re- 
port the only question that wonld disturb 
the harmony of the oounoil board would be, 
Vrboaball visit British Columbia ? All would 
beMZioua to oome. No government could 
diaobarge Ita duty to this moat interesting 
province without knowing more about it 
than they now do. ♦ • « en- 
tirely unprepared to meet with such a body 
of gentlemen as he saw about the board to- 
night, and he should carry about him the 
deepest cnnviotion that in doing their 
duty by Krltiah Columbia the govern- 
ment wcu'd be doing their duty to the 
rcBt of CuDnda, . . . And the closing 
words of hia speech were : "After the look 
he had had ol British Columbia, he would 
not rest sntiefied until he returned again to 
make himeolf acquainted with the country, 
and the thrift and enterprise of ita people." 

Then, after the cheering had subsided, 
Sir Charles rose again and proposed the 
health of the President, Vice President, 
Secretary of the Board of Trade, paying an 
eloquent tribute to its president (Mr. R. P. 
Rithet), who, ho said, "had begun at the 
lowest rung of the ladder, and by enterprise, 
energy and intelligenoe had reached his 
present leading and commanding position." 
" The goTernment would regard recom- 
mendations coming from the board with 
every ooosideratlon, and, as far aa poaaible, 
would carry them out," Had Sir Cbarlea 
any right then to diatrutt the oannerymen { 
Clearly, no. The very board which enter- 
talned bim in 1881 waa the board which 
aonght to strengthen the handa of the Fieh- 
eriea department, The auggeation of reatric- 
tionsemanatod frimitthroughacommitteo of 
throe gentlemen appointed to look into the 
matter, and all of whom were oannerymen. 
Theii* one object waa to prosorvo the fiah- 
erics for future use; if it were otherwise, 
would they have asked for reatriotiona ? 
No. Before leaving thia subject I would 
like to reproduce part of one of tho 1S81 
suggestions. Hero it is : " Kegulatious 
have already been made by whioh a close 
time of twenty-four hours in each week is 
preecribod, but tho opinion of many fiaher- 
men and persons conversant with the habits 
of tho salmon, ia that those regulations do 
not iifTord the requisite protection, owing to 
tho uncertain and irregular movement of 
the fish towards tho spawning ground. To 
extend tho close time would bo highly de- 
trimental to the fishing industry, aa tho 
runa of fiah are limited to abort periods, of 
which the oanneriea muat take the utmost 
''advantage in order to make the buaineaa 
profitable 

" Aa the regulations pertaining to a close 
time for fiahing do nob.afiFord the protection 
necessary, and the eatabllahment of hatch. 
erles has not even been considered by the 
government, the committee are of opinion 
that, a scheme (having due regard to vested 
interests) of granting licenses, by which ^

the number of fisheries in the different 
rivers and fishing plaoca would be regulated 
and placed under control of the government, 
would best meet the case until hatcheries of 
the neceoaory productive Oipauiiies have 
been eatablished." Thin suggestion was 
made thirteen years ogci, and to day wo 
hove ODC hatchery maintained at an annual 
cost of less than 82,li00, ond this hatchery 
propagates from a lata run of sookeye, which, 
no doubt has something to do with the in- 
oreaeing lateneas of the scokoye run every 
year. Sir Charles Tupper and Mr. Wilmot'a 
mode of comparing the salmon pack of dif- 
ferent years together ia very misleading, m 
for instance comparing 18i0 with 1S81, or 
1892 with 189;j. Now ISW and 1892 were 
both the smalleat years in tho oyclo of four, 
while 1891 and 1893 v/ere the greatest 
years, consequently thesii oompariaona are 
valueless. To arrive at a proper idea of the 
rate of increase, corresponding years in each, 
cycle should be compared together. 

Then Sir Charles says that in 18S1 oan- 
nerymen had a high opinion of Mr. Wilmot,. 
and inferentially that they have not now. 
How could they think well of a man who 
has so persistently insulted and maligned 
them ? It waa this Mr. Wilmot who paid 
our river a visit a few years ago, and after 
running on it two days knew all about can> 
norios and salmon fialiing from beginning tO' 
end, returned to Ottawa and made out bis 
report to the department, which was grossly 
exaggerated in many wftya. In this report 
he spoke of the " avarice of the packers," 
and further of the " selfish and grasping per- 
sona engaged in the trade," referring of 
oourae to the cannerymen. Not only did he 
abuse and insnlt the canners, but even oon> 
descended to honor t|te fiahermen with hia 
attention, aa the'following extraot from his 
report will ahow. He aaya : 

"If the number of boata were to be in- 
oreased b:'cauBe the number of salmon were 
less in any one year it would simply mean 
that the department was aiding rnvu Rioiis. 
finhermen to destroy in a greater degree this 
reduced stock of salmon entering the river. 
Then this Mr. Wilmot, having given such 
evidence of his capability, his judicial and 
unbiaesod mind, ia subeequcntly sent out to 
conduct a CommiBsion of Inquiry into the 
fisheries question in thia Province, How he 
oonducled that commission is not yet 
forgotten. Apparently Mr. Higgins was the 
only gentleman on the commission who real- 
ized nhat the inquiry was for. He protest- 
ed timeand again against the shSmeiul conduct 
and childishness of his brother commission- 
ers, pleading with them to use a little com* 
men sonse, but without avail. 

Thia then ia the Mr. Wilmot that the can- 
ners, and for that matter the fishermen, too, 
have such small regard for,and if Sir Cbarlea 
would like to know more of the proceedings 
of that commiasion out here than appears in 
Mr. Wilmot'a report, he abould peruse the 
Daily Colonist of March 4, 6, and 8, 1892. 

Now aa to Mr. Wilmot'a memorandum, 
it ia not calculated to mend matters at all, 
there ia anoh a bitter aorid tone running 
through it. He tells ua that after Angtiat 
25, sookeye salmon are not fit to be canned, 
and also says that sookeye should be taken 
from Septemlier 26 to October 31. (Cbe two 
statements contradict each other. He tlien 
oomparea the catch of 1892 vith that of 
1893, the lowest and highest years respecA 
tively of the cycle, and from the fact of 
there being a large increaae in the value of 
the 1893 pack over that of 1892, dedncea 
a reason that the sookeye season should not 
have been extended thia year. But aa I 
have previously pointed out to be of 
any value comparisons abould be made with 
corresponding years in each cycle, aa little 
or no information ia to be gleaned from com- 
parisons of two successive years. 

Then the greater part of hia memorandum 
is devoted to the oflal question, and this af- 
fords him capital opportunity for a display 
of feeling against the cannerymen, especial- 
ly signalling out Mr. Muon. I see nothing 
so outrageously unreasonable in Mr. Monn'e 
proposition that the Dominion government 
ihould apply a portion of the taxation 
levied on our fishing industry for the pur- 
pose of helping to solve the offal queation, 
for I understand that only a amall portion 
of the revenue derived from the B.C. fish> 
eriea ia expended by the department on 
fiahery work In British Columbia. 

Mr. Wilmot says If the department were 
to do such a thing, it would form a bad pre- 
cedent for other manufacturing eatabliah- 
menta, as they would all want their refuse 
removed by government. But Is there any 
industry m Canada (apart from fishery) 
where workmen are , taxed ten dollars 
to be allowed to , vork for any 
eitablishment, or is there any establishment 
that ia taxed two hundred dollars to be 
allowed to employ a certain class of work- 
men ? I know of none, but it is a common 
thing to see industries bonuaaed with both 
money and land to commence operationa In 
any given locality. All the oanneriea ask is 
that a small portion of the taxes levied on 
their industry shall be utilized for the pur- 
pose of helping to a solution of this vexed 
offal c|ueation. 

Mr. Wilmot knows well that canners do 
not claim that the utilization of their offal 
would bo a source of great protit to the 
government ; in fact, ho knows to tho con- 
trary, for at that inquiry to which I 
have referred, he received sworn testimony 
directly to tho opposite. What, then, does 
ho mctin by ao miarcproeenting tho facta 
and trying to score a point against the can- 
nery men ? 

Mr. Wilmot talks of the fishermen's aver- 
age catch, one year with another, being 
6 000 to 7,000, and sometimes 10,000 to 
11,000. That, no doubt, will bo news to the 
fishermen. Last year (tho big yeai) they 
averaged about G,000, not more, this year 
about 3,S00, and tho next two years will 
probably not average 2,000 each year, ro»k- 
ing a mean average of less than 3,500. 

One or two more points regarding Mr. Wil- 
mot, and then I will leave him. He aaya : 
" Is there a. record in any other part of the 
world where aalmnn are taken more eaally, 
more cheaply, or more nnmeroualy than on 
the Fraser river?" I answer that by an- 
other query. Has he never heard of 
Alaska, or to oome nearer home, 
has he never heard of Point Roberts f 
Alaska is our great competitor and can un- 
dersell us in any market, because there the 
salmon are more numerous and taken more 
oaaily and cheaply than in the Fraaer river. 
The same applies to Point Roberta in a 
modified degree. 

Then, Mr. Wilmot says: " Docs it show 
evidence of tho industry boiug hozardoua 
and uncertain when these canning oom- 
paniea, with their commission agents and 
brokers, are hold by general report of tHelr 
follow citizens to be tho moniod kings of 
British Columbia 7 ' Again I toll Mr. Wil- 
mot to turn to tho sworn testimony received 
by him ot that 1892 inquiry. \Vhat b-\s ho 
as a public servant to do with general report 
or any hearsay when ho lius sworn evidence 
to proceed upon ? There and then it waa 
shown that general report was altogether 
wrong, and tnat sitlmon canneries were not 
nearly ao reinum i ttivo as waa commonly 
auppoaod.

NOVELTIES IN FABRICS. 



Xlght V^'^eigUt a Feature of Woolen Goods. 
Irish Toiillns Kovlvod — New Silks. 

.,The,new;Woolens for autumn dresses 
commend themselves by their exceed- 
ingly light weight ThiSj lightness is a 
feature of various goods — as camel's 

hair, ladies' cloth, covert cloth and 
orepou — and is a great boon to tho 
wearer, as skirts of dresses aro now so 
generally lined and interlined that they 
become too heavy for comfort even in 
midwinter if made of weighty fabrics. 
Plain colors, mixtures of two or three 
colors aud clouded effects are among tho 
new goods. Small figures aro preferred 
to largo. Narrow stripes lengthwise, 
bayadere aud diagonal, neat checks or 
blocks and some plaids aro shown in 
dull and in bright colors, though not in 
Sootoh tartans. The peculiar blue called 
bluet appears in all materials, and there 
aro many bronze shades, with green 
prevailing in some and brown in others. 

Tho newest materials aro double 
stuflPs, two fabrics woven together, yet 
scarcely heavier than summer goods. 
Thus the outside is of cropon, puckered 
or in cross stripes, attached to a back- 
ground of entirely different weaving, 
which holds the puffy raised orepon do- 
sign in permanent place. The back is 
usually black and is in loose canvas 
weaving. Tlieso stulTs come in all tho 
now blue shades and green, in violet, 
purplo and iu ruby and purplish icds. 
It is rumored that Irish poplins aro to 
be revived for winter dresses, especially 
for skirts to bo worn with various waists 
in the way moiro has been this season. 
For tailor gowns aro neat mixtures of 
silk and wool, with tiny dots or stitches 
of silk of bright color showing on a 
smooth wool surface. 

Tho now list of silks begins with black 
of various weaving, as black is at pres- 
ent cliaseii by women of fa.shion, and is 
always worn by those of small means. 
.Satins and peau de soie of satiu weave, 
with demilustcr, are tho most reliable 
plain black silks. There is a tendency, 
however, to fancy weaving, to stripes 
aud figured .silk.s. 

A soft black silk of moderate price 
called aroguet, or drugget, has extreme 
ly small designs of colors, some merely 
lance, or specked with color, while 
others havo tiny sjjrigs of brilliant hues. 
Kepped silks with brilliant luster aro 
coming into favor again. That called 
gros do londros is a rorival of the InS' 
trous small repped silk worn 20 years 
ago and is figured with small designs, 
sprigs and dot.s, explains Harper's Ba- 
zar, the authority (luoted. 

Taffetas aro shown again for evening 
dresses, with small designs of flowers 
brocaded on light grounds and so per- 
fectly woven that each seems to havo 
been wrought with the needle. Blurred 
chino designs in stripes of rosebuds and 
other small flowers are new this seikson, 
aud there are also plisso taffetas that 
look like shirred silks with narrow pufTs 
between flatly woven stripes. The now 
est damasks have ribbon designs iu loops 
of satin of contrasting color and iu 
stripes with festoons and trellis pat 
toru.s.

ODS SALMON F181IBEIES.

Ab one who ia neither canneryman nor 
fisherman, though intimately acquainted 
with both for muny years past, ap/far, as I 
oan see the regulations, with a few exoep- 
tioDB, are generally approved of- in the 
Province. The most important of the ex< 
coptijua are, prohibition of aeinlog and 
oti'il. Tho prohibition of seining Is some- 
thing worso than u grievance, because there 
aro ctioDOiioa on this coast that depend on 
teining for their salmon supply, and can- 
nob exist without it. In these localities 
drift nol9 aro uaeloss, tho water being bo 
oloar that tho hah will not gill. 
Another phase of this question to which 
attention has boon called in tho press 
is the absurdity of prohibiting seining 
in Boundary bay, booauso the salmon only 
come in on one tide, and with tho ebb go out 
again, right across tho bay to Point Rob- 
erts, where groat numbora aro caught iu 
American traps which intercept tho fish on 
their way to the FraBer. Tho Americana 
seine and trap the salmon at South bluff as 
they enter Boundary bay, and the aame 
thing is done at Point Roberta when they go 
out again. 

Thor, on the odA quealiin, I boUove 
there is a fjood deal of misconception. If 
this offal is shot into dnep water (and all tho 
canneries are situatod on the edge of deep 
water) it at once ainlia to the bottom. Mil- 
lions of scavenger fiab and some sturgeon then 
attack it and it ia very little they 
leave. When offal was shot into 
the river it was a marvelloua aight to aee 
thBmlltionaoi amall fiah round the flab 
wharvea 'waitlog for their f«aat, and I have 
aeen Chinamen with their little dip neta 
take out a pailful at one dip. Sturgeon, 
too, were easily caught with hook and line 
from any of the wharvea, and Indiana were 
aocuatomed to aeb their sturgeon tinea a 
little below the oannerlea, and 1 have aeen 
many handreda of big atnrgeon ao caught 
while waiting on their *' offal " feaat. It is 
no longer so, but douhtleaa would be again 
were the old conditions to prevail. Much 
has been said and written about the floating 
up and down river of tha offal 
and the pollution of tho water from .this 
source. If shot into tho channel offal 
would never go far from a caonery. 
On reaching tho bottom it ia at onco 
carried into tho pooUots or holes 
which obound in tho bed of tho channel and 
is soon devoured by scavenger fish. It never 
floats up stream becauso during the cannery 
season tho current always runs one way, 
down, on account of tha froahot. As now 
scattered round tho eandheads it is a greater 
nuisance than over before, floating about in 
salt water right in the path of salmon 
ascending and fouling the fishermen's nois. 
People living on the banks of a slough have 
been known to complain of the pollution of 
the slough water, asoribing the cause to 
cffdl when they know that the sewerage of 
all the inhabitants In their locality drains 
into that partioular slough, and not 
only that, but the oontenta of their 
ditches draining milea and miles of the 
Burrouuding country also emptied into the 
same aloogha. And the aame people will 
complain of aiokneas cauaed by offal, they 
say, Bcd then go on naloE water contamin- 
ated by sewerage and deoayiog vegetation, 
ab the aame time koowlng that the low, flat 
land on wfaieh they live ia favorable to a 
mild form of malaria, eapeoially when the 
summer ia uonaaally dry. 

Then thare are other minor pointe In the 
figheries regulationa which oall for some re- 
consideration by the department, bat there 
ia no difficulty existing but what oan be 
amicably arranged. 

Sir diaries need not despair. His Intcr- 
viewj, aa published in the Colonist, al- 
though savoring too much of iinpatienoo, 
will carry conviction to many minds that he 
is faithfully and honestly endeavoring to do 
what ia btBt for tho general good. What ho 
nooda ia more accurate local knowiodgu, aud 
that ia not to bo obtained by anyone in a 
two day trip to this province, or by oonault- 
ing experts from ICngland, however dia- 
tinguiahed ihey may bo. 

If ho Btill thinks of letting go his hold on 
tho provincp, well and gotd, for then a 
permanently conatituted board reproBenting 
tho l).)minion and Provincial governments 
and tiahing industry could bo appointed to 
administor our fishing nliaitB. Le.x.

Its Free Trade Only Interoolonlal, With Pro- 
tection Auuliist the World— l)lrecc 
Tiiiatlou .Vecessary, 

MKLUonKNE, Oct. .'iO. — The Earl of Hope 
touD, governor of Viotoria, opened parlia' 
ment to-day. He said the session would bo 
devoted to the work of plaoingthe colony's 
finances on a sonnd basis. Stringent economy 
would be observed in all departments 
and direct taxatioo would be used to keep 
the proper balance of tho budget. The etn- 
olomeots of the higher government olfioials, 
and of the judges would be reduced. A 
tax on the improved value of land would 
be introduced, and an abientee land tax 
would be enforced. Efforts would be mid 
also to secure the federation of tho oolonles 
The speech advocated a federation with 
inter colonial free trade and snah a degree 
of protection for Yiotorian indnstriea as 
would save tbem from tbe keenest oompeti 
tion of the outside world.

Victorians who are socuatomud to have 
their mail delivered daily at their doors will 
look in vain for tho postman to. day. The 
familiar sight of the uniformsd carrier with 
his big bag of letters and papers will not', be 
Been on the streeta— and for a very unfortu- 
nate rcaaon. 

They aro all out on a strike, and with 
them all the third class clerks in the post 
ofTice as well. That means that thirty-one 
men have agreed to quit work, leaving only 
throe aooond olass clerks In the money office, 
tho postmaster and the assistant postmaeter 
to perform the entire work of the post offloe, 

Xbe reason of tbe strike Is explained 
'to be the failure of the Dominion 
government to pay the oarrlera and 
third-olasa clerks the $10 per month provis 
ional allowanoe, hitherto made them in con 
stdcration of the Inoreaaed oost of living in 
British Columbia. "Sot four months past 
tbe provisional allowanoe haa not been re- 
ceived. Without tbla ram the salary of 
each third olats olerk is only (33.33 
month, and that of each carrier, $30, Xhls, 
tho man aay, la totally inadequate for ordiO' 
ary living c.vpensoa, eapcoially when out of 
this meagro amount a superanuation fee or 
9U oenia a month is deducted. 

They have been agitating for some time 
to try and got tho D.niiinion government to 
oonticuo tho provisional allowance, but with- 
out cfTtct. In answer to reprosantations 
to Ottuwa, tho men say, they havo been put 
off with prornieoa that tho matter will bo 
looked into. On tho '20th of October the 
eniplcyea sent a tolograni to Ottawa repre- 
senting their grievance, but the pay sheet 
waa sent from the capital on the ".'ird, no 
allowance being provided for. Then a day 
or two ogo in anawnr to a telegrum a-nt to 
the I'oBtniaster Goneral by request of the 
men, tho answer oamo, they say, from Col, 
White, deputy poatinaater-gsneral, to the 
effect that Sir Adolpho Caron was in New 
York and nothing could be dono till his re- 
turn. 

Exasperated by tho delay and oonolud 
ing, with what amount of reaaon Is a matter 
for dilTeroncoof opinion, that they could got 
no relief, tho letter carriers and tbird olass 
clerks held a mooting last night, when they 
oame unanimoasly to the conolaeion that at 
9 o'clook thia morning they would go out on 
strike and would remain out till the whole 
£40 in arrears waa paid up. 

' ' We were absolutely obligeo| to take t)^ 
step," said one of the men, "and regret 
that we have to' put " tha "pnblio to 
Inconvenienoe-ii'by; one aot. How oan 
wo work at starvatibii-tnDia'^tlkdSjifb'f 
wo had to do Bomethingt Kake 
my own oaae. Perhapa a man oan live on 
9S cents a day in the East — be certainly 
can'Odo it here if be has a family. One of 
the olvll Bervloe'rulea governing us forbids 
us to contract any debts we oan't meet, but 
how can we help bting in debt niider the 
circumstances." 

"I am a plngla man," put Ir another, 
" but I nni actually poorer to. day than when 
I went to work in tbe post oflSce, for I have 
been obliged to draw on soma small private 
means of my own to keep myself reapeotably 
clad. " 

All the mails were sorted up as nsual last 
night and the E & N, mails attended to 
this mornine, bub at 9 o'clock with the sz 
ception of the money order dopartmenu, 
where the three second class clerks are 
not aflected by the provisional allow, 
anco, the poit office service will, It is eX' 
pected, bs at a standstill unlesa the post-
